John Tatten carried insurance on his building'and fixtures but he said 


Monday night that it was not sufficient to cover his loss. Insurance was 
carried by Compton on his house but there was no insurance carried 
by

thirty-four condemned Monday by the state fire marshal. 


Tatten carries $2500 insurance on the 
building in the Mizer insurance 


agency and $1000 on the stock and fixtures with the Loos agency.

worth of stock and fixtures in the building at the time of the fire. 


J. M. Compton who owns the building on Second street which was also 


burned carries .$500 insurance on the building. He says the loss will take 
all of the insurance. A year ago he cut the insurance in half, he having 
formerly carried $1,000. He says that the damage to the building next to 
this house was damaged in the amount of $50. Insurance for $600 on that
